No, instead you are disconsolate, 
and those who love you cannot be 
happy for your sorrow. How they 
would brighten under your smile, 
your pleasant greeting! How they 
long for some strength, some com- 
fort, some encouragement from 
you, they love so well! But you do™ 
not give it. You are absorbed in 
your own burdens, your own prob- 
lems. You have no light to shine 
in the darkness around you.

How different, how 
shamefully different we are from 
the Saviour. When He was under 
pressure He loved His disciples 
just the same.

stories under such titles as “From 
Prison to Pulpit.” And Abraham 
Lincoln’s life story was expressed 
in the phrase, “From Rail-Split- 
ter to President.” We are im- 
pressed with the rise of some poor 
lad, from ignorance ‘and poverty 
to greatness and wealth, but all 
this was reversed with the Lord 
Jesus. He emptied Himself of His 
glory, He laid aside His right to 
crown and sceptre. He surrendered 
His. command of the unnumbered 
legions of angels. God became a 
man! He Who made all the wealth 
in the universe was born in pover- 
ty, was laid in a borrowed manger 
was wrapped in coarse swaddling 
clothes, The birds had nests, the 
foxes had holes, but the, Son of 
Man had not where to lay His 
head. He took a coin which Peter 
found in the mouth of a fish, with 
which to pay His taxes. When He 
died He left an estate of one seam- 
less garment. He was buried in a 
borrowed grave! Oh, He laid aside 
His garments! 


I can hardly wonder that Simon 
Peter, astonished, ‘said, “Lord, 
dost thou wash my feet?” ‘Je- 
sus answered and said unto hin, 
What I do thou knowest not now; 
but thou shalt know hereafter.’ 
But t was not enough for Pe- 
ter, oO can understand such love, 
such condescension! I think nobody 
who saw it that night before the 
crucifixion could understand it. 
But this side of the cross we have 
a& measure of the compassion, of 
the humble, unselfish love of 
Christ, that makes us understand 
the washing of feet. The aston- 
ished Peter said, ‘Thou shalt nev- 
er wash my feet’! (John 13:8). He 
meant no rebellion; he relented 
if it must tgke this to be counted 
one of the Saviour’s own, Peter 
félt here much as he did when he 
saw the miracle of the net filled 
with fish, the boat nearly sinking, 
and fell on his knees, saying, “‘De- 
part from me; for I am a sinful 
man, O Lord” (Luke 5:8). It is 
not remarkable that Peter was as- 
tonishd and awed by the Son of 
God on His knees, with a towel 
about Him, washing dirty feet. It 
is only remarkable that the rest 
of us are not astonished, too, that 
Jesus laid aside His garments and 
washed the feet of men. 


3. All Christians Have Dirty Feet. 


Jesus said te Peter, “What I 
do thou knowest not now; but thou 
shalt know hereafter’ (John 13: 
7). They thought that He was 
simply washing dirt from tired feet 
that needed washing. And so He 
was—but that was only incidental. 
He did much more than that. Some 
people have thought that He was 
showing His humility,,and surely 
it did reveal His humility, but He 
did much more than that. Some 
people have thought that Jesus 
meant to establish a ceremony, an 
ordinance in all the churches so 
people could practice the public 
show of humility, as if humility 
/were ever humility when it is put 
on display! No, no, the Saviour 
meant much more than this. He 
meant that all Christians have dir- 
ty feet, that Christians walking in 
a sinful world need day by day 
cleansing. 


The disciples had had their 
baths, no doubt, because in verse 
10 Jesus said to Peter, “He that 
is washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet.”” And as their bodies had 
been washed in water, so, before 
this, their souls had been saved, 
and they had been born into the 
kingdom of God, cleansed by the 
washing of regeneration, saved by 
the renewing of the Holy Ghost. 
The washing of their bodies sym- 
bolized the cleansing of our na- 
tures by regeneration when we are 
born again. But the washing of 
their feet by the Saviour after- 
wards, symbolized that Christians, 
though we are truly born again, 
though we have already escaped 
condemnation and Hell, yet: need 
to come to Christ for daily cleans- 
ing. x. 

Every Christian should learn the 
distinction between forgiveness in 
the sense of salvation, and. for- 
giveness in the sense of daily 


| cleansing, when God removes the 


sin that is confessed and lamented, 
so it does not interrupt our sweet 
communion with Him, does not 


hinder our prayer, does not de-|

Oh, who has not grieved at the 
defilement of the world around us! 


What real Christian is there who children 


is not grieved to hear the sound 
of profanity. What separated and 
clean Christian does not grieve 
when he comes from the office or 
train where his clothes are steeped 
in tobacco smoke? What Christian 
does not grieve over the unbelief 
all about us, the worldliness, the 
lust, the covetousness! It is a dir- 
ty world we walk in. And the old 
nature we have is still, in some 
sense, a part of this world. And 
our daily contacts, our tempta- 
tions, the steady pull of the old 
nature that is still within us, al- 
though we have a new nature, de- 
files us. And so every Christian 
needs to face this solemn fact that, 
walking in a dirty world, he needs 
his feet washed every day: 

That is what the Saviour had in 
mind when He taught His disciples 
to pray in the Lord’s prayer -or 
model prayer. ‘‘And forgive us our 
sins’ (Luke 11:4), or “Forgive us 
our debts, as we forgive our deb- 
tors” (Matt. 6:12). That model 
| prayer is a daily prayer. It asks 
for daily bread, So it asks for daily 
forgiveness. 

This is this same fact about 
Christidns having dirty feet that 
the Holy Spirit had in mind in I 
John 1:8 and 9 which says, 

“If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. 

‘If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” 
The sins mentioned there are 

sins of Christians, The forgiveness 
and cleansing there is the forgive- 
ness and cleansing of Christians. 
In the same chapter John says he 
is writing Christians, “‘that your 
joy may be full” (vs. 4). “Fellow- 
ship” is mentioned twice in verse 
8, once in verse 6 and once in 
verse 7. Christians who want to 
maintain happy fellowship with 
the Father and with the Son are 
daily to confess their sins and da- 
ily have cleansing and forgiveness. 
Christians have dirty feet. But 
thank God we can daily have our 
feet washed, can daily have cleans- 
ing and daily have forgiveness. 
Every day, therefore, a Christian 
can walk in fellowship, can look 
up into the face of the Lord Je- 
sus and say, “Nothing between my 
soul and the Saviour” if he day by 
day confesses and forsakes known 
sins and gets daily washing for 
his spiritual feet. 


4. Christians Are All Clean But 


The Feet. 
I know how it was, when I once 
thought I needed to get sdved 


again every time I sinned. It was 
first frustration..Then it was con- 
fusion, uncertainty. Then it was 
blank despair? Dr. Ironside in his 
remarkable and helpful book, 
HOLINESS, THE FALSE AND 
THE TRUE tells his own experi- 
ence and how he claimed sinless 
perfection and tried honestly to 
live what he professed. But he 
found, he says, that he was “holy 
only in spots.” How sweet was 
the lesson he learned, tHat salva- 
tion is wholly of grace, that God 
saves people who do not deserve 
it, and that salvation cannot be 
earned by our daily walk or daily 
life. And then how sweet it was to 
him, as to me, to learn that we 
can day by day be cleansed in our 
walk and fellowship, after our 
hearts have been already cleansed 
by the blood of Christ. once for 
all. 
When a Christian sins, does he 
become a lost sinner? Is he con- 
demned to Hell? No, for Jesus 
said in John 5:24, that one who 
trusted in the Father who sent 
Jesus into the world to save sin- 
ners, “hath everlasting life and 
shall not come into condemnation.” 
And Jesus said about His sheep, 
“And I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, nei- 
ther shall any pluck them out of 
my hand.” (leave out man, since 
it is not in the original) (John 
10:28). And Romans 8:1 says 
that “There is therefore now no, 
condemnation; to them which are 
in Christ Jesus,” while the same 
blessed chapter ends with the tri- 
umphant, glorious claim that there 
-is no. separation from the love of 
Christ for one of God’s own chil- 
fren, —

Oh, dear 
‘stumbling Christians, though you 
need day; by day to confess that 
you have dirty feet which need 
washing; though you need day by 
day to confess and turn your heart 
away from the things which grieve 
your heavenly Father and break 
fellowship and communion with 
Him, and hinder your usefulness 
and joy, yet it is good to) remem- 
ber that “He that is washed need- 
eth not save to wasSh his' feet, but 
is clean every whit.” 

Let us all learn the lesson that 
born, .again Christians who have 
dirty feet are not lost sinners.
